Smoke Commission’s Opening 
Prosecution Ends in Victory.

THE DEFENSE TRIED TO SHOW THAT 
CONSUMERS WOULD NOT CONSUME.

The Smoke Commission scored a decisive 
victory this morning when the Laclede 
Bullding Co. were fined §10 and costs by 
Judge. Morris for violating the  ordi- 
nance regulating the smoke nuisance. 
The validity of the ordinance 
was not questioned, the Supreme Court hav- 
ing decided that municipalities can make 
and enforce laws regulating nutsances. The 
Smoke Commission had anticipated a 
vigorous defense and when the case was 
called they had at dand a surfeit of expert 


and incriminating testimony. No avenue 
was left open for the escape of the defend- 
ants. 

Attorney McQuillin, in behalf of the city, 
placed upon the stand Smoke Inspector 
samuel Fox and August Nickatier. They pro- 
duced written observations, showing that 
immense volumes of dense black smoke had 
issued from the stack in question at divers 
and frequent intervals. 


PHOTOGRAPHIC EVIDENCE. 

They also offered for inspection by the 
court photographs showing the Laclede 
Building and a cloud of black smoke issuing 
from the chimoey. Prof. Potter, Chairman 


of the Smoke Commission, produced a 
graphic record showing the amount and 
nature of the smoke and the 
time tt was emitted. E. G. 
Meyer. Bobert Moore, George Chartrand and 
James Cox had also made observations and 
records which they read and explained. 
Thetr testimony was very convincing. 

The defense then endeavored to prove that, 
though they had jmade extensive expert- 
ments and jhad expended thousands of 
dollars on smoke consuming devises, 
they had been unable to discover one that 
would give satisfaction when applied to 
their boilers. They finally admitted, how- 
ever, that their engineer had asmoke con- 
suming device of his own on the mar- 
ket and that tnat might de the 
reason none of the smoke-consuming 
Gevices applied had proved successful. 
They also set up the claim that some of the 
Gevices were injurious to the boilers. How- 
ever, they acknowledged that they were not 
experts. When they said that the smoke 
Was nota puissance several — * n em-

THE POST-DISPATCH METHOD. 

Mr. Samuel Kennard was put on the stand 

and said that he could see no reason why the 

Laciede Building could not abate their 


smoke. He had put in a steam-jet smoke 


consumer, identical with that of the Posrt- 
DasPaTCH at a cost of only $15, and it had 
given entire satisfaction. 

Prof. Potter took the stand again, He said 
that he had made a special study of smoke 
abatement for six years. He had examined 
a great number of smoke consumers and had 
found that the majority of them 
would abate the smoke so as to 
comply withthe requirements of the ordt- 
nance. He could see no reason why the La 
clede people bad been so very unsuccessful 
unless it was, as they suggested, their engli- 
neer was at fault. Speaking of the alleged 
rulnous effect upon bollers he denied that 
as a popular fallacy. He said that when 
the steam jet or other devices were properly 
applied they could in no way injure the 
dollers. 

The prosecution rested their case and the 
defense created a rr laugh by announc- 
ing that they could find no ground on which 
to defend themselves. They had tried hard 
to comply with the ordinance and they threw 
themselves upon the mercy of the court. 

At the suggestion of Attorney McQuiliin 
Judge Morris assessed a fine of $10 and custs, 
but granteda stay of execution for thirty 
days during which time the Laclede people 
must comply with the ordinance 

The case of the Security Building was then 
takenup. The evidence in that case was 
virtually the same as in the case of the 
Laciede Bullding Co. When the case was 
closed the court gave the company thirty 
days in which to abate the nuisance.

FIRST AMERICAN DUEL, 


It Took Place in Soston Between Two 
Young Bloods. 


Speaking of dueling, k may or may not 
please one to know that like many another 
Custom, good and bad, it made its cis-Atian- 
tic beginning in the town of Boston, I- was 
early candle lighting, July 8, 1728.

NEW are RECORD. 


A Whaling Steamship Reached 84 Degs. 
North Latitude. 


From the San Francisco Chroncle. 

The steamship Jeanie, tenderof the Arctic 
whaling fleet, arrived at San Francisco re- 
cently from Herschel Island, at the mouth of 
Mackenzie River. The catch of the steam 
whalers, which wintered at Herschel Island 
last year, surpassed anything ever before 
known in the history of the world. The re- 


port might not be believed were it not backed 

up by official documents from the captains of 

the vessels making the catch and the bring- 
ot bey harbor of 100,000 pounds of whale- 
bohe, with more to follow. 

The four steam whalers which head the list 
are the Norwhal, Capt. Horace Smith, 41 
whales; Balaene, Capt. Harry Norwood, 31 
whales; Grampus, Capt. Vincent, 26 whales, 
and Newport, Capt. Porter, 25 whales. The 
total 16 123 for the four vessels. All the whales 
were taken in the Arctic Ocean, over three 
hundred miles to the eastward of Pt. Barrow. 

Capt. Porter of the Newport must here- 
after be known to fame as the man who has 
8 the northern regions of the globe 

he closest to the north pale of any known 
avigator that everexisted. An open sea, 
is year particularly free of ice, gave the 

Ga ptein a grand chance, and while in pursuit 

of whales he kept working bis way north 

until ne reached 84 dey, of latitude. Herschel 

Island is considered al tin another world, 
and is about 69.50 deg. north, To go 15 deg. 
further north isa wonderful performance 
that might only be mplished once ina 

century. 

The idea of being within 6 a 6 deg. of the north 
ie is an achie hy of being 
eralded far and wide.“ The highest latitude 

north ever reached before was 83 deg. and 24 

min. pone Was attained by members of the 

Greely pcr In 1882. Previous to that time 

by fu y ols t years Nares and Stephenson's 

English exploring party had, via Greenland, 

penetrated to 83 deg. 20 min. Since these two 

persons Dr. Nansen, a Greenland explorer, 

and Lieut. Peary have headed expeditions 
north, but have failed to pass either of these 
marks. 

The conditions under which regularly fitted 
outexploring parties have made their way 
into the extreme northern regions have been 
fraught with much hardship and disaster. 
In no instance havetney been as favorable 
asthe chance oppurtunity that was pre- 
sented to Capt. Porter while searching for 
whales. An expedition well supplied with 
dogs, sleds and provisions that could have 
been on the Newportand landed on the ice 
from the open sea in 84 deg. north might have 
stood a betterchance ofreaching the north 
pole than any other exploring party ever had 
since the world began.

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THE BUTLER CASE. 


The shooting of Seven Up““ Leary by 
City Attorney ‘‘Jim’’ Butler may or may 


not have been a willful assault with intent 
to kill, and may or may not result in mur- 
der. It may bave been a deliberately 
planned and malicious attempt at as- 
sassination, or it may have been 
an act of self-defense. The out- 
come of the ease will not be determined 
by the facts. ‘‘Jim’’ Butler will not be 
fairly tried nor punished, whether he de- 
serves punishment or not, and every cit- 
izen of St. Louis who knows anything 
about the politics and administration of 
justice in this city knows the reason why. 

The assurance that ‘‘Jim’’ Butler will 
be protected from all consequences of this 
disgraceful shooting, as every member of 
the Butler gang accused of crime has been 
protected, is only one of a series of humil- 
lations that St. Louis has suffered through 
his connection with public office and his 
father’s political „pull.“ His public 
career has been a shameful record of 
official subservency to vicious political 
influence. 

The younger Butler’s first appointment 
to the office of City Attorney was a reward 
from Mayor Francis for the services of the 
elder Butler as an expert political crook.

JACKSONVILLE’S SHAME. 


| The palm of greedy and shameless sub- 
servience to vicious and brutal elements of 
society must be awarded to the authorities 
of Jacksonville, Fla. 

It has been held by all persons of refine- 
ment and intelligence that it was a reflec- 
tion upon any locality not to have string- 
ent laws against prize-fighting. It has 
been regarded as a disgrace when, having 
such laws, the authorities permitted 
brutal slugging matches to take place. 

But the Common Council of Jackson- 
ville has chosen to wallow in shame 
deeper than either of these. It has passed 
alaw especially designed to afford legal 
protection to the participants and spec- 
tators of the Corbett-Mitchell prize fight. 
It has endeavored to render Jacksonville a 
refuge for toughs and a safe location for 
their brutal sports. 

Itis impossible within reason to credit 
this action to any but corrupt motives. 
No sane man would believe that all the 
money that Jacksonville could realize 
from prize-fights would recompense the 
city for the blow to its progress and pros- 
perity incident to the encouragement by 
law of brutality and crime. 

It is to be hoped forthe sake of the de- 
cent people of Jacksonville and the repu- 
tation of Americans that this foul bargain 
with toughs will be thwarted. It is to be 
hoped that Gov. Mitchell will find au- 
thority under the State laws to override 
the local ordinance. No such shameful 
attempt to make the laws protect crime

WASHINGTON, Dec. N. - When the majority 
members of the Committee on Ways and 
Means come together again it is said that a 
decision will be reached as to what kind of 
an income tax will be agreed upon. Prob- 
ably the other matters pending before the 
committee and largely dependent upon the 
proposition will also be agreed upon. 
or at least prepared for 
adjustment, The committee will 
have to decide upon the two reports submit- 
ted by the sub-committee on internal rev- 
enue, one by Messrs. McMillin and Bryan in 


dividuals; the other by Mr. Montgomery, in 
favor of the tax on corporate investments. 
Until this is decided there Will be nothing 
done about the rate of taxation, although it 
is proposed by the McMillin-Bryan plan to 
make it 2 per cent and upon incomes of $4,000 
a year and upward, yielding an estimated 
revenue of $80,000,000. 

There is yet some ment over the 
rate of tax to be levied inheritances, 
but not, suchas cannot Deeasily adjusted.

CROSSED BY AN ENGINE. 


Test of the Burlington's Missouri River 
 ‘Bridge—Real Estate News. 


The first switch engine and car crossed 
over the Missouri River on the new Burling- 
ton Bridge at Bellefontaine Bluffs to-day. On 
the train were some of the officials 
of the Burlington road and the engineer who 
has bad the work in charge. The trip was 
not the formal opening of the bridge, buta 
test by the engineer. The test proved 
very satisfactory and it will now 
be but a short time until the new road into 
St. Louis, which is to let in all the trunk 
lines from the North will be opened for busi- 
ness. The Bellefontaine bridge is said 
to be one of the finest pieces of bridge buld- 
ing in che United States. The con- 
struction embodies many new feat 
ures in bridge building calculated 
to give a stronger structure and 
to reduce the strain. One of these is that the 
bridge span by span takes up the motion of 
the train in crossing so that the strain

Six persons were arrested last evening

The scattering of the audience trom the 
opera-house spread alarm and excitement 
throughout Madrid and all through the night 
the wildest rumors were in circulation. The 
Governor did his utmost to reassure people, 
but it was a long time before the public ex:
